last 40,000 miles. 


The attorney general would be able 
to seek fines of up to $50,000 from 
violators, Tongren said, while now he 
generally is limited to seeking court 
orders against violations. 


Individual consumers wanting to sue 
a supplier could get triple damages 
plus attorney fees. At present, Tongren 
said, consumers can recover only the 
cost of item involved, and the cost of 
hiring an attorney often makes that 
effort unattractive. 
“ In a nutshell, 1 think the bill Is 
designed to provide much stronger and 
more effective remedies for both 
public and private actions,” Tongren 
said. 
“ It’s designed to insure that con­ 
sumers recover fully, and it’s designed 
to eliminate any monetary incentive 
for suppliers to violate the law.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A con­ 
sumer protection bill expanding the 
definition of consumer crime to cover 
more acts and more types of sales 
began a hazardous course through the 
General Assembly today.

No major action was 
expected, since first hearings usually 
are limited to a general look at 
proposed legislation. 
The bill was drafted by the attorney 
general's office to strengthen the 4- 
year-old Consumer Sales Practices 
Act. It expands the definition of con­ 
sumer crime to include "unfair sales 
practices," brings real estate sales 
under the law and gives consumers 
more power to fight for their rights.

NEW YORK — Kids ask the most 
stumping questions .. . What makes 
the sky blue? Is heaven as crowded as 
Chicago? Why not? How come snow 
turns black under a microscope? Why 
don’t grownups like cockroaches? 
The queries come swiftly and end­ 
lessly, and you can’t turn them off 
with silly answers, because children 
know intuitively when they’re being 
belittled — and they don’t like it. Not 
for a minute. Enlightened educators 
say that if a little one asks a question 
and you don’t have the answer, you 
should reply, “That’s an interesting 
question, and I’ll have to look up the 
answer.” I used this ploy so often when 
our son was young that one of his 
stumping questions became, ‘‘Why did 
God make you so dumb, Mommy?” We 
could never find the answer to that 
one, 
even 
in 
our 
12-volume 
en­ 
cyclopedia. 
But the ultimate puzzlement of our 
boy’s pondering period when he was in 
nursery school was the classic 
question: ‘‘When will the leaning 
Tower of Pizza (cq) fall down?” 
I found the solution in an issue of 
“ Science Digest,” and told him all 
about it while he looked at a picture of 
the cockeyed structure and shook his 
head. . . 
The leaning tower of 
Pisa, 
in 
Tuscany, Italy, does not fall down 
because it is just plain lucky so far. 
It has stood in apparent defiance of 
the laws of gravity for more than six 
centuries, but is gradually sinking and 
unless something drastic is done 
rather soon, it will suffer, and so will 
anyone who happens to be standing 
under it. It will crumble. 
“ Oh-oh,” said our son who loves 
horror stories. 
Each year, the University of Pisa 
m easures the increase of the slant of 
the 175-foot tower with special in­ 
struments. And every year the report 
is the same. It has moved, downward. 
As of 19 6 6 , it was leaning over an in­ 
credible 14’, 10” out of the per­ 
pendicular, and that’s a shaky position 
to be in. 
There 
were shudders from 
the 
listener. 
The tower began its cockeyed ad­ 
venture almost from the beginning. 
After the foundations were dug, the 
first of four architects to work on it — a 
man named Bonanno — laid the initial 
stone in 1174. Before the tower had 
risen 40 feet, it began to sag auite a bit. 
Another architect, William of Inns­ 
bruck, took 
over and 
boldly 
at­ 
tempted to bring the structure back on 
course by making the pillars in its 
balconies longer on one side than on 
the other. But the foundations con­ 
tinued to sink. They should have 
stopped the whole venture right then. 
“ Oh, brother!” 
But they went on building it and 
almost 100 years later, Tommaso 
Pisano completed the last balcony and 
the belfry. The belfry was built closer 
to the center of gravity in another 
attempt to set things straight up there. 
But when the job was finally finished in 
the year 1350, it still looked a little 
wacky. There were 29 tons of bells on 
top of that tower and they used to ring 
out over the city, but in 19 59 scientists 
said they ’d better stop ringing because 
the vibrations made the tower lean 


even further. The town said trucks and 
motor scooters couldn’t drive in the 
area because they might upset the 
tow er. .. 
Over the years, lots of attempts have 
been made to straighten the tower. In 
19 6 2, a group of tourists ran a steel 
cable around the base and attached it 
to the rear bumper of a car, then 
started off at top speed, hoping to pull 
the base under the tower. The tower 
remained. The bumper did not. 
“ Wow.” 
Other builders have suggested lining 
the tower with steel and placing giant 
magnets on a trellis outside: 
or 
twisting the tower around on its base 
so that it will lean into the prevailing 
winds. But none of these plans would 
work because the real reason the tower 
leans is that the subsoil beneath it is 
spongy and made up of 6 0 per cent 
water. And let’s face it, the people of 


Italy don’t want to see their tower 
straightened up because they’d lose 
the tourist business. About a half­ 
million people come every year to see 
it. But I’ll tell you this, son. One sharp 
earthquake could bring down the 
I waning Tower of Pisa . . . 


"Pizza, Mommy,” he corrected. 
“ Pizza.” 
“ The leaning tower of Pizza,” I said, 
resigned, “ will probably not fall down 
for a long time.” 
“ I know why,” said our son. 
“ Because it’s stood for more than 6 00 
years?”

NEW YORK (A P) — Probably 9 0 per 
cent of the investment community 
these days glances at the prime in­ 
terest rate with one eye and the Dow 
Jones industrial average with the 
other. Down goes one reading, up goes 
the other. 
Investors don’t spend all their time 
so occupied, of course, because to a 
great extent the prime rate and the 
stock average are mere symptoms of 
other factors, particularly the un­ 
derlying economic condition. 
For investment purposes, however, 
the two readings condense and sum­ 
marize millions upon millions of words 
contained 
in 
reports, 
analyses, 
forecasts, estimates, 
opinions and 
guesses. Right now, these two readings 
are the temperature and the blood 
pressure of the patient. 
The prime has been falling and is 
likely to continue to do so. It is down to 
6 .75 per cent now and seems headed to 
6 .50. Money is more plentiful: loans 
are easier to obtain, and they come at 
lower prices. 
Over the 
longer term, 
lowered 
borrowing costs are reflected in lower 
operating costs and finally in higher 
profits, assuming other factors remain 
in balance. The corporate stock 
outlook, therefore, is improved. 
The immediate situation improves 
also, because stocks become relatively 
more 
attractive 
and 
fixed-income 
.securities become less so. Money is 
siphoned from the bond to the stock 
market. 
Billions of dollars that temporarily 
reside in credit markets are now being 
drawn toward the stock market, and 
the process might continue if interest 
rates drop. The process, while not 
automatic, happens quickly. 
Today’s market is much more in­ 
stitutionalized than markets of 15 
years ago. While a quarter-point of 
interest might not make a tremendous 
difference to an individual, it can 
mean an enormous amount of money 
to a wealthy institution. 
Moreover, portfolio managers today 
are more inclined to move their money 
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to where the action is, even though 
several studies suggest that quick 
shifting of that sort fail to pay off over 
the long term. 
There are still dangers and plenty of 
them, despite the tremendous surge 
taken by the market during the first 
week of the new year. Can we be cer­ 
tain, for example, that the improved 
business climate will continue? 
An aborted recovery would not be 
the first. Inflation still lingers, and 
those same eyes that watch the stock 
average and the interest rate glance 
warily at the inflation rate. 
The factor of public confidence is 
involved. Individuals, who are still 
necessary to the market, take time to 
convince, 
especially 
after 
such 
problems as they encountered over the 
past decade or so. 
And there is the matter of federal 
policy. That prime rate, for example, 
not only reflects existing and an­ 
ticipated business conditions, but it is a 
measure also of Federal Reserve 
policy. 
Fed policy has taken sudden swit­ 
ches before. At the moment the trend 
seems to be for easier money, but with 
the fires of inflation still burning, that 
could change before many months 
pass.

INDIANAPOIJS (AP) - Two bills 
refining teachers’ rights to bargain 
may be driving wedges in the state 
legislature. 
House Democrats may not be united 
on the measures, and it is certain 
Republicans will not be. 
State law allows teachers to bargain 
collectively. It contains under subjects 
for negotiation the phrase: “ all other 
terms and conditions of employment.” 
But the law does not require a school 
board, with certain exceptions, to go 
beyond salary, wages, hours and 
related fringe benefits. 
A House bill, 139 5, sponsored by 
Michael K. Phillips, D-Boonville, and 
John J. Thomas, R-Brazil, defines all 
other terms and conditions of em­ 
ployment. It is backed by the Indian 
State Teachers Association. 
The Indiana Federation of Teachers 
has a rival bill, 1445, in the House 
which would remove the strike ban 
language of the present law and make 
other changes.

I was fascinated by your letter, 
especially since a recent report on the 
very subject has appeared in the 
medical literature. 


Two Swedish scientific investigators 
at the University of Lund in Sweden, 
Dr. Lennart Kaij and Dr. Jan Dock, 
kept accurate records on problem 
drinkers for many years. 
It began with a study to find out if 
some hereditary factor caused ex­ 
cessive drinking in some men. These 
researchers did not find a gene in­ 
volved in transmitting a tendency to 
abuse alcohol. 


They did, however, come to an 
important conclusion. The say, “ If 
Grandpa was an alcoholic, watch your 
own drinking. Children and grandsons 
of alcoholics are three times as likely 
to have drinking problems as in the 
general male population.” 


Undoubtedly, their statement could 
apply to females as well, even though 
alcohol abuse is much more common 
among men than among women. 
Whether or not 
a 
hereditary 
disposition does exist, living in the 
environment of alcohol abuse certainly 
is conducive to perpetuating this 
serious disease.

In most instances, it is passed from 
child to child. It can be contracted 
from animals who, too, have this 
fungus infection.

In addition, it 
would have to contain “ such normal 
spaces and blanks as contribute to the 
clarity and understanding, and the 
entire section shall be enclosed by a 
black order line of the same point size 
as 
corresponds 
to 
the 
ballot 
language.” 
Present 
law 
sets 
no 
special 
requirements for type size, and is 
likewise silent as to the manner in 
which the legal advertisements must 
be displayed. 
Meshel said his bill leaves intact 
those portions of the law that deal with 
other types of legal advertisement— 
advertisem ents, 
notices, 
and 
proclam ations 
required 
to 
be 
published by officers of the state, 
county, 
m unicipality, 
or school 
district. But it does include a special 
higher rate newspapers may charge 
for constitutional amendment ad­ 
vertising.

How come snow 
turns black under a microscope9 Why 
don’t grownups like cockroaches9 
The queries come swiftly and end­ 
lessly, and you can’t turn them off 
with silly answers, because children 
know intuitively when they’re being 
belittled - and they don’t like it. Not 
for a minute. Enlightened educators 
say that if a little one asks a question 
and you don’t have the answer, you 
should reply, "That’s an interesting 
question, and I'U have to look up the 
answer.” I used this ploy so often when 
our son was young that one of his 
stumping questions became, "Why did 
Clod make you so dumb, Mommy?” We 
could never find the answer to that 
one, 
even in our 
12-volume en­ 
cyclopedia. 
But the ultimate puzzlement of our 
boy’s pondering period when he was in 
nursery school was the classic 
question. "When will the leaning 
Tower of Pizza (cq) fall down9” 
I found the solution in an issue of 
"Science Digest,” and told him all 
about it while he looked at a picture of 
the cockeyed structure and shook his 
head .. 
The leaning tower of Pisa, in 
Tuscany, Italy, does not fall down 
because it is just plain lucky so far. 
It has stood in apparent defiance of 
the laws of gravity for more than six 
centuries, but is gradually sinking and 
unless something drastic is done 
rather soon, it will suffer, and so will 
anyone who happens to be standing 
under it. It will crumble. 
"Oh-oh,” said our son who loves 
horror stories. 
Each year, the University of Pisa 
measures the increase of the slant of 
the 175-foot tower with special in­ 
struments. And every year the report 
is the same. It has moved, downward. 
As of 1966, it was leaning over an in­ 
credible 14', IO" out of the per­ 
pendicular, and that’s a shaky position 
to be in. 
There were shudders from the 
listener. 
The tower began its cockeyed ad­ 
venture almost from the beginning 
After the foundations were dug, the 
first of four architects to work on it — a 
man named Bonanno — laid the initial 
stone in 1174. Before the tower had 
risen 40 feet, it began to sag auite a bit. 
Another architect, William of Inns­ 
bruck, took over and boldly at­ 
tempted to bring the structure back on 
course by making the pillars in its 
balconies longer on one side than on 
the other. But the foundations con­ 
tinued to sink. They should have 
stopped the whole venture right then. 
"Oh, brother!" 
But they went on building it and 
almost IOO years later, Tommaso 
Pisano completed the last balcony and 
the belfry. The belfry was built closer 
to the center of gravity in another 
attempt to set things straight up there. 
But when the job was finally finished rn 
the year 1350, it still looked a little 
wacky. There were 29 tons of bells on 
top of that tower and they used to ring 
out over the city, but in 1959 scientists 
said they ’d better stop ringing because 
the vibrations made the tower lean 


even further. The town said trucks and 
motor scooters couldn’t drive in the 
area because they might upset the 
tower .. 
Over the years, lots of attempts have 
been made to straighten the tower. In 
1962, a group of tourists ran a steel 
cable around the base and attached it 
to the rear bumper of a car, then 
.started off at top speed, hoping to pull 
the base under the tower. The tower 
remained. The bumper did not. 
"Wow.” 
(Xher builders have suggested lining 
the tower with steel and placing giant 
magnets on a trellis outside; 
or 
twisting the tower around on its base 
so that it will lean into the prevailing 
winds. But none of these plans would 
work because the real reason the tower 
leans is that the subsoil beneath it is 
spongy and made up of 60 per cent 
water And let’s face it, the people of 


Italy don’t want to see their tower 
straightened up because they’d lose 
the tourist business About a half- 
million people come every year to see 
it. But I’ll tell you this, son. One sharp 
earthquake could bring down the 
I caning Tower of Pisa . . . 


"Pizza, Mommy,” he corrected.

"The leaning tower of Pizza,” I said, 
resigned, "will probably not fall down 
for a longtime.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Probably 90 per 
cent of the investment community 
these days glances at the prime in­ 
terest rate with one eye and the Dow 
Jones industrial average with the 
other. Down goes one reading, up goes 
the other, 
Investors don’t spend all their time 
so occupied, of course, because to a 
great extent the prime rate and the 
stock average are mere symptoms of 
other factors, particularly the un­ 
derlying economic condition 
For investment purposes, however, 
the two readings condense and sum­ 
marize millions upon millions of words 
contained in 
reports, analyses, 
forecasts, estimates, opinions and 
guesses. Right now, these two readings 
are the temperature and the blood 
pressure of the patient. 
The prune has been falling and is 
likely to continue to do so. It is down to 
6.75 per cent now and seems headed to 
6.50. Money is more plentiful; loans 
are easier to obtain, and they come at 
lower prices. 
Over the longer term, lowered 
borrowing costs are reflected in lower 
operating costs and finally in higher 
profits, assuming other factors remain 
in balance. The corporate stock 
outlook, therefore, is improved. 
The immediate situation improves 
also, because stocks become relatively 
more attractive and fixed-income 
securities become less so. Money is

to where the action is, even though 
several studies suggest that quick 
shifting of that sort fail to pay off over 
the long term. 
There are still dangers and plenty of 
them, despite the tremendous surge 
taken by the market during the first 
week of the new year.

An aborted recovery would not be 
the first. Inflation still Ungers, and 
those same eyes that watch the stock 
average and the interest rate glance 
warily at the inflation rate.

Individuals, who are still 
necessary to the market, take time to 
convince, especially after

problems as they encountered over the 
past decade or so.

Eyed In Indiana 


INDIANAPOIJS (AP) - Two bills 
refining teachers' rights to bargain 
may be driving wedges in the state 
legislature. 
House Democrats may not be united 
on the measures, and it is certain 
RepubUcans will not be. 
State law allows teachers to bargain 
collectively. It contains under subjects 
for negotiation the phrase: "aU other 
terms and conditions of employment." 
But the law does not require a school 
board, with certain exceptions, to go 
beyond salary , wages, hours and 
related fringe benefits. 
A House bill, 1395, sponsored by 
Michael K. Phillips, D-Boonville, and 
John J Thomas, R-Brazil. defines aU 
other terms and conditions of em­ 
ployment. It is backed by the Indian 
State Teachers Association 
The Indiana Federation of leachers 
has a rival biU, 1445, in the House 
which would remove the strike ban 
language of the present law and make 
other changes.

The say, "If 
Grandpa was an alcoholic, watch your 
own drinking.

Undoubtedly, their statement could 
apply to females as well, even though 
alcohol abuse is much more common 
among men than among women. 
Whether or not a hereditary 
disposition does exist, living in the 
environment of alcohol abuse certainly 
is conducive to perpetuating this 
serious disease.

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Udall Favors Social Spending, Price Curbs 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. Morris 
K. Udall of Arizona believes the United 
States should buy and use all the 
foreign oil it can instead of embarking 
on a crash program to shift to domestic 
sources in the name of energy in­ 
dependence. 
Reversing the energy course ad­ 
vocated by the administration, Udall's 
plan would be to increase imports and 
save U.S. oil for as long as possible. 
Udall 
also 
says 
that 
if 
his 
Democratic presidential campaign 
succeeds, 
the 
goal 
of 
his 
ad­ 
ministration would be to cut the 
number of jobless Americans by more 
than half, to no more than four million, 
within a year. 
The candidate and his advisers 
estimate the potential cost at about $11 
billion. They have no specific formula 
to finance it, although Udall says it 
could be offset by cuts in the defense 
budget and by tax-raising measures in 
the name of reform. 
These would include increases in the 
capital gains tax and in the minimum 
tax on wealthy citizens, but Udall did 
not say exactly how much he proposes 
to raise with such measures. 
Their fate in Congress would be 
questionable anyhow. 
In the energy field, the Arizona 
congressman proposes that the United 
States use its market power to require 
competitive bidding by foreign pro­ 
ducers who seek to sell their exports 
here. Udall’s proposal, similar to a 
plan sponsored by Sen. Philip A. Hart, 
D-Mich., envisions a system in which 
the government, instead of the oil 
companies, would deal with exporters. 
The purchase bids would be sealed and 
— if the theory worked — exporting 
nations might undercut each other’s 
prices to gain a share of the American 
market.

and if we suddenly said. 'We’re going 
to make you bid against each other for 
the rights,’ I think we could divide the 
cartel and probably get some reduc­ 
tion in price, or at least head off the 
next increase,” Udall said in an in­ 
terview. 
Udall said that at current con­ 
sumption rates, most of the world’s oil 
and gas is going to be used up in the 
next 25 years. He said the United 
States should speed its search for al­ 
ternative power sources, and for more 
effective ways to use its coal. 
“ As long as we can handle the 
balance of payments, and the balance 
of payments has been looking pretty 
good, we may be better off using up 
and buying up their oil, and saving 
ours, rather than to start a crash 
program that would disrupt the 
economy,’’ he said. 
The balance of payments — the 
difference between what 
America 
buys abroad and what it exports — is 
expected to show a surplus of about $2 
billion for the past year. Udall did not 
say what level of increased imports he 
would consider acceptable. 
But any significant increase in oil 
imports would quickly put the balance 
of payments into the red. The United 
States now imports about 38 percent of 
the oil it consumes. Consumption totals 
about 17 million barrels a day. 
According to 
Federal 
Energy 
Administration figures, imports arc 
running at about 6.6 million barrels a 
day. Thus, on an annual basis, the 
imports cost close to $32 billion. 
Udall said if elected he would pursue 
policies designed to guarantee full 
employment — a common theme 
among the Democratic candidates — 
and would provide “some leadership 
on the adjustments we’re going to have 
to make” as energy becomes scarcer 
and more costly. 
But in the interview, as in his 
published position papers, he avoided 
dollar-by-dollar specifics about the 
cost and revenues involved in the 
proposals. 
Udall said he favors prompt action 
on legislation that would require the 
federal government to spend whatever 
is necessary to guarantee a job for 
every’ able-bodied American. 
He endorsed a bill sponsored bv Rep. 
Augustus Hawkins, D-Calif., and Sen. 
Hubert H. Humphrey, D-Minn., and 
based his forecast of the cost on their 
figures. 
Those estimates assume a need to 
provide five million jobs within 18 
months, to bring the unemployment 
rate down to about 3 per cent. 
They estimate the cost per job at up 
to $10,000 a year, but say that would be 
offset by a decline in unemployment 
and welfare expenses, and by an in­ 
crease in federal revenues stirred by 
higher employment and 
increased 
economic activity. 
Udall estimates the annual net cost 
therefore would be about $11 billion. 
He said that could be offset by defense 
spending cuts, tax revisions and, if 
necessary, an increased deficit. The 
candidate and his advisers said they 


could not estimate how much the 
deficit might go up because of uncer­ 
tainties about the economy. 
The jobs would be generated by 
stepped-up construction of govern­ 
ment financed or aided projects, or 
would be provided in public service 
employment on government payrolls. 
Udall contends that the cost even­ 
tually would be more than balanced by 
increased revenues produced by the 
new jobs and an accompanying 
economic revival. 
He advocates cuts in defense 
spending for conventional weapons, a 
sharp reduction in the number of 
tactical nuclear weapons deployed 
abroad and substantial cuts in the $23 
million earmarked in the Pentagon 
budget 
for 
conventional 
forces 
assigned to primary or backup roles in 
Asia. 
Udall's account of his defense views 
does not include dollar figures on 
Pentagon budget cuts. 
His other projected revenue source 
for the jobs program would be tax 
revisions, and he says tax reform 
would be one of his top priorities. 
He said at least $20 billion a year 
escapes “through tax loopholes." 
While he proposed a series of tax 
changes, he avoided itemizing what 
they would raise — or cast. 
Among them: 
—Gradual repeal of the provisions 
under which capital gains are taxed at 
a lower rate than other income, 
although Udall proposes that tax­ 
payers be permitted to average their 
gains from the sale of stocks or other 
assets over a period of years, to spare 
them hefty tax bills in a single year. 
That would eliminate part of a tax 
advantage that now costs the Treasury 
about $5 billion a year, but Udall didn’t 
spell out how much. 
—Changes he said would “put real 
teeth into the so-called minimum tax’’ 
on the wealthy, including repeal of the 
present exemption for the first $30,000 
of tax-sheltered income and a crack­ 
down on other shelters. Again, he 
didn’t say what that would raise. The 
House approved legislation including 
new minimum tax provisions that 
would raise $707 billion the first year 
they took effect, but that measure 
awaits Senate action. 
—An annual review by Congress of 
federal tax expenditures — money that 
is not raised by the Treasury because 
of preferences, subsidies, incentives or 
other tax law provisions. Tax ex­ 
penditures are estimated to cost the 
government $50 billion a year. Udall 
said Congress should be required to act 
annually to continue those it wants to 
keep in effect. 
Congress has repeatedly bogged 
down on proposed overhauls of the tax 
code by wouldbe reform ers, but 
Democratic leaders have said there 
will be another effort next year. 
Udall set a goal of reducing the 
current nine million unemployed to 
between three and four million in a 
year, adding that that could cure most 
of the nation’s current economic woes. 
“The real way to balance the budget 


and get more revenues is to take up the 
slack in the economy,’’ he said. “If we 
had 4 per cent unemployment ... this 
horrendous, all-time record peacetime 
deficit would actually be a surplus."

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rep. Morris 
K. Udall of Arizona believes the United 
States should buy and use all the 
foreign oil it can instead of embarking 
on a crash program to shift to domestic 
sources in the name of energy in­ 
dependence. 
Reversing the energy course ad­ 
vocated by the administration, Udall’s 
plan would be to increase imports and 
save U.S. oil for as long as possible.

Udall said if elected he would pursue 
policies designed to guarantee full 
employment — a common theme 
among the Democratic candidates — 
and would provide “some leadership 
on the adjustments we’re going to have 
to make” as energy becomes scarcer 
and more costly. 
But in the interview, as in his 
published position papers, he avoided

Udall estimates the annual net cost 
therefore would be about $11 billion 
He said that could be offset by defense 
spending cuts, tax revisions and, if 
necessary, an increased deficit.

While he proposed a series of tax 
changes, he avoided itemizing what 
they would raise — or cost.

Chief B. E. Featheringham an­ 
no unced y ear end figures fo r bo th fire 
and emergency runs fo r the Harriso n 
Twp. Fire Department fo r 197 5 . 
The 25 -man unit answered 96 fire and 
35 8 emergency calls. The fire units 
trav elled 27 40 miles, and the squad 
co v ered 68 97 miles during the y ear. 
197 5 was o ne o f the largest fire 
damage y ears in recent times, with 
estimated lo ss set at $168 ,900. Two - 
thirds o f thfe lo ss was in farm buildings 
and mo to r v ehicles. No fire deaths, 
and o nly three fire related injuries 
were reco rded. The department was 
able to av erage 12 men per call, and 
also maintained a three-man squad 
crew at the same time. 
Illness, traffic accidents, wo unds, 
and heart attacks co mprised the 
majo rity o f the emergency runs. Two - 
hundred sev enty -two v ictims were 
transpo rted to area ho spitals, with a 
large percentage being taken to 
Berger at Circlev ille. An av erage 
squad run co v ered 25 miles ro und trip, 
and required 5 0 minutes o f wo rk time. 
Of the 35 8 calls, o nly 15 required 
emergency transpo rtatio n fro m the 
scene to the ho spital, a to tal o f 4.2 per 
cent. 
The Ashv ille based department 
pro v ides bo th fire and emergency 
serv ice fo r Harriso n, Walnut, and two - 
thirds o f Madiso n Twps. Firemen hav e

Harrison VFD 
Releases '75 
Statistics 


Chief R. E. Featheringham an­ 
nounced year end figures for both fire 
and emergency runs for the Harrison 
Twp. Fire Department for 1975. 
The 25-man unit answered 96 fire and 
358 emergency calls. The fire units 
travelled 2740 miles, and the squad 
covered 6897 miles during the year. 
1975 was one of the largest fire 
damage years in recent times, with 
estimated loss set at $168,900. Two- 
thirds of thfe loss was in farm buildings 
and motor vehicles. No fire deaths, 
and only three fire related injuries 
were recorded. The department was 
able to average 12 men per call, and 
also maintained a three-man squad 
crew at the same time. 
Illness, traffic accidents, wounds, 
and heart attacks comprised the 
majority of the emergency runs. Two- 
hundred seventy-two victims were 
transported to area hospitals, with a 
large percentage being taken to 
Berger at Circleville. An average 
squad run covered 25 miles round trip, 
and required 50 minutes of work time. 
Of the 358 calls, only 15 required 
emergency transportation from the 
scene to the hospital, a total of 4.2 per 
cent. 
The Ashville based department 
provides both fire and emergency 
service for Harrison, Walnut, and two- 
thirds of Madison Twps. Firemen have 
basic and advanced fire training, and 
all squadmen have received a 
minimum of 86 hours of emergency 
medical training. 
Chief Featheringham expresses the 
department's appreciation to all area 
residents for their strong support, and 
to the Harrison Twp. trustees for their 
cooperation during the past year.

Trees and shrubs for wildlife food 
and cover are available from the 
Division of Wildlife, Ohio Department 
of Natural Resources.

spacecraft. 
In one scene in tonight's

LTC Edward L. Foltz, Commander 
of the Ohio Army National Guard 216th 
Engineer Battalion, has announced 
that the battalion may be reorganized 
effective March I due to a continuing 
decline in unit membership. 
Units affected are HHC(-) in Ports­ 
mouth, Det I HHC in Ironton, Co A 
located In Chillicothe, Co. B in Man­ 
chester, Co C in Springfield, and Co D 
at Tarlton. 
The above locations have been the 
homes of National Guard units since 
World War I and earlier. 
Since the end of the draft in 1972, unit 
strengths have fallen statewide. Some 
units may be reorganized or relocated 
in order to bring Guard units in line 
with anticipated strength potential. 
The complete closing-out of a 
National Guard unit means the ap­ 
proximate loss of $250,000 in payroll 
and contracts in each community 
H f f fT’trCKl 
LTC Foltz indicated that it is 
possible that individual units of the 
216th Engineer Battalion may be 
retained if sufficient membership can 
be achieved by February 20th. The 
following gains must be made by the 
units as follows: 
HHC(-) Portsmouth - 4, Det I HHC 
Ironton - 3, Co A Chillicothe -15, Co B 
Manchester - 35, Co C Springfield - 38, 
and Co D Tarlton - 52. 


Finding a total of 147 men will be a 
difficult task according to LTC Foltz, 
but he believes there are sufficient 
patriotic-minded citizens in each 
community that the task is not im­ 
possible and it is believed that enough 
former 
servicemen 
and 
Guard 
members can be found in each so that 
the local unit may be retained.

Taxpayers Ask IRS 


This column of questions and an­ 
swers on federal tax 
matters is 
provided by the local office of the U.S. 
Internal 
Revenue Service and is 
published as a public service to tax­ 
payers. The column answers questions 
most frequently asked by taxpayers. 
(Q) I recently moved to a State 
which taxes personal property. How do 
I determine which of these qualify as 
deductible personal property taxes? 
(A) First, a deductible personal 
property tax must be an ad valorem 
tax, that is, one based on the value of 
the personal property. It must also be 
imposed on an annual basis, even if it 
is collected more or less frequently 
A tax based on anything other than 
the property's value is not deductible. 
Therefore, if property such as your car 
is taxed on its value, and other criteria 
such as weight or gas mileage, only the 
portion of the tax attributable to the 
value is deductible. 
The tax may be considered to be 
imposed on personal property even if 
in form it Is imposed on the exercise of 
a privilege. For example, an ad 
valorem tax called a registration fee, 
imposed on your car for the privilege 
of using the highways, is still con­ 
sidered a property tax. 
(Q) I understand that I may be able 
to claim additional tax credits for 
some of my exemptions this year. For 
which of them may I claim the credits? 
(A) Provisions of the Tax Reduction 
Act of 1975 allow you to reduce their 
income tax liability by $30 for each 
person for whom you are entitled to 
claim 
a 
personal 
dependency 
deduction. Personal exemptions may 
be claimed for yourself, your spouse 
and each dependent. However, you 
may not claim the additional credits
